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Preliminary Amendments 

Amendment A, filed as paper #5 on 4/6/01 , has been entered. Amendment B, 
filed as paper #6 on 10/24/02, has not been entered as the amendment does not 
comply with 37 CFR 1.121 (c), (2), which states: 

"A claim canceled by amendment (deleted in its entirety) may be 
reinstated only by a subsequent amendment presenting the claim as a new 
claim with a new claim number." 

Claims 1-65, 168-331, and 350-509 have been cancelled. Claims 168-233 and 
400-465 can not be reinstated, as requested in amendment B. It is noted that the 
requested list of claims to be cancelled in amendment B include claims previously 
cancels, as well as pending claims. If claims 66-167 and 332-399 were cancelled, no 
claims would be pending. 

Currently, claims 66-167 and 332-349 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Claims 66-1 1 7 and 332-349, drawn to systems and methods to model 

thrombopoietic lineage in an individual, classified in class 703, subclass 

11. 
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II. Claims 1 18-167, drawn to systems for predicting progression of 

thrombopoiesis and thrombocytopenia in a patient, classified in class 702, 
subclass 11. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are separate and distinct. While both Groups contain claims 
reciting systems/methods of modeling thrombopoiesis, the system/method of modeling 
thrombopoiesis of Group I is directed to a different result and recites different 
elements/steps than do the claims of Group II, which are directed to a result of 
predicting progression of a disease. Specifically, Group I does not recite any prediction 
nor a model of thrombocytopenia, both of which are recited in Group I. In addition, the 
system of each Group may be utilized independently, without reference to or knowledge 
of the system or method steps of the other Group. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
